THE RAIN OF FLOWERS 


OW-FLYING French airplanes, sailing just above the treetops, 
were only yesterday dropping flowers on the graves of our be- 
loved dead in France. That piece of news printed on the same 
page with the world’s record of troubles and tragedies was like a morn- 
ing breeze blowing fragrance from a garden. How different was that 
from dropping bombs on the peaceful beds of sleeping mothers and 
babies. Dropping bombs is war. Dropping blooms is peace. The one 
was the rain of frightfulness and force. The other was the rain of 
friendship and flowers. The tribute of flowers was the tribute of high 
and holy memories. 
. A man of the church had bégun to pray in that slumberland of 
America's dead, and the flyers just over his head dropped the beautiful 
blossoms into the beauty of his prayer. Our souls have been sick, sick 
enough to die with the rain of shot and shell. Would that the great God 
of friendship and love might give us, the world over, the rain of flowers. 
That is surely a worthy aspiration for our national and international 
leaders. Did not America’s greatest statesman say that it gave him no 
pleasure to triumph over anyone! Did not Lincoln always say that it 
was his greatest delight to pluck up the thorn and to plant the rose in 
its place? The rain of flowers is not the act of effeminacy. It is a big 
enough business to enlist the best brains of our age. The flowers fell 
from the fingers of brave soldiers. And did they not fall on the graves 
ofthe brave? They fought to mobilize the friendships of the world. Is 
not that a task that is great enough and good enough to tax the greatest 
and best faculties and forces of mankind? Which is the greater func- 
tion, to create and conserve values, or to desecrate and despoil. A 
mildew can destroy. A moth can spoil the fabric of a queen’s wardrobe. 
Creating-and conserving values is the chiefest work of human genius. It 
is the beautiful business of God. . 
With those Frenchmen of the flowers were Americans to consecra 
the spot with their tears. Senator David A. Reed of Pennsylvania had 
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just been saying. We Americans whose sons lie here, we Americans é 


who left our comrades here, pledge ourselves to stand true to the cause 
for which they died. Our hearts stay with their bodies here in France, 
and whatever may be the rumors of the day, America will stand faithful 
to that great cause.” “Our hearts stay here,” the American statesman 
said. Exactly that. It was a day of the heart. We have so many days 
of the hand, of the foot,.of the head, it is well to have as often as pos- 
sible in these bewildering times a day of the heart. . 

We should make more of the heart days, and not less. Unthinking 
materialists max in vulgar phrase speak of “sob stuff.” And make-be- 
lieve sentiment is to be deplored. But mockery of the great sentiments 
of the human soul is criminal. It is to falsify the fine faiths of the heart. 
Sentimentality is a superficia] sham. It is pretending a principle where 
there is none. Crocodile tears are from crocodile people. To sham a 
great sentiment is utterly shameful. We ought to know, however, that 
the great sentiments of the human soul are the very sinews of civiliza- 
tion. Love, honor, kindness, fidelity—take these out of our activities 
and relationships and it leaves the whole body of society as hollow as a 
shell. God be thanked for the flower days. The rain of flowers above 
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the bodies of our sacred dead in France is an event worthy the atten- (rapier. 
tion of the whole world. Let us make more and more of the great deeds | u. knew how to 
and the great days of the heart. Remember the birthdays, the wedding depths,” 


days and the other memorial days of men. Let us repeat as often as we | 
can, and in as many places as we can, the rain of flowers. In his speech | 
on the Canadian border our President's phrases were flowers. And his 
friendly words were stronger than swords. The newspapers were tell- 
ing us awhile ago that a company of statesmen representing several 
countries gathered in conclave and that each pinned a flower on the 
lapel of the other. It was an act of friendliness. The flower could not 
mean that these men were foes. It was the fragrant symbol of friend- 
ship. We have been saying for a long time that “The pen is mightier 
than the sword,” and so it is; and so it will ever be, but we have yet to 
learn that flowers are also stronger than swords. The carnation is 
mightier than the cannon, especially when it is taken from the lapel of 
the gentle William McKinley and placed in the buttonhole of the en- 
gineer who had brought the train and its passengers safe to their des- 
tination. All hail the rain of flowers. Let the friendly flowers fall from 
the hands of statesmen, from the hands of sold#@?f¥. from the hands of 
the United States of the World. The foolish world has tried the sword 
way and has found it a way of want, of wretchedness, and of woe. Our 
times are red ripe for trying the flower way of friendship. There will 
be more strength, more service, more humane and worthy success in 
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the swordless way of flowers. Let the beautiful flowers bloom from the 


fields of rusted swords. Break the bloody blades and bury them. On 
with the rain of flowers. 


Ye friendly hands, sow wide the flowers, 
And deck the earth with bloom;

If one says that this is all sentiment, it is only necessary to trace the 
history of sentiment among the achievements of men. It is the spiritual 
impulse which moves mankind forward. From the music sentiment have 
come the great masterpieces in art. It is so in the most living literature. 
Tennyson’ssentiment of friendship for a man friend who died had deep- 
ened to a great love, and out of that sentiment came his “In Memoriam,” 
the greatest lyric utteranec on the immortality of the sou! that has ever 
been printed. It will be found that all of the really great national 
hymns are musicalized sentiment. Some strong sentiment is the soul 
in each of them. In that is their appeal: Some sentiment is the central 
dynamic of every moving masterpiece. | 

Some sixty-two years ago a million men from the North went to 
war with a million men of the South in this land of ours. Why? Fora 
sentiment that we call “patriotism,” love of country, love for the Union. 
It was not a pleasure trip. It was not for financial remuneration, for 
they received only $14 a month. One would scarcely enjoy being shot 
at all day for fifty cents and a few beans and a little hard-tack. This 
country was saved and four millions of black people were set free by 
men in whose breasts the sentiment of liberty burned like a white flame. 
It is well that one sweet May day every years is Memorial Day.” It is 
a day of the heart. It is a day of redemptive sentiment. All over our 
beautiful America we witness the rain of flowers. 

The world’s supreme need this hour is a strong, sound sentiment. 
Nothing else would so steady and stabilize the nations. The World 
War stampeded the world. And when a stampede is on, either of cattle 
or of people, somebody is apt to get trampled to death. Steady, France, 
steady. Don't forget your flowers. Fiery speeches on a Sunday or any 
other day will not cool off human hearts that are hot with hate. A de- 
cent human love is as necessary to national and international bliss as 
it is to wedded bliss. Was it not a gifted Englishman who wrote, 


“The mind has a thousand eyes, 
And the heart but one; 
But the light of a whole life dies 
When love is done.“ 


Nothing but this divine sentiment will restore the sanity of the na- 
tions. The dull ears of our dear, dead boys in France did not hear the 
whirr of those friendly flyers above their graves. Their lifeless dust did 
not catch the fragrance of the flowers that fell from the Frenchmen’s 
fingers. It was all very beautiful, but the dim eyes of our dead boys 
did not see it. After all, flowers do more good in the gardens of the 
living than they do on the graves of the dead. “Give them the flowers 
now.” It was a beautiful thing the Frenchmen did over the bodies of 
‘our boys. But let them keep up this rain of flowers. Nothing but the 
restoration of friendship can restore the balance of the nations. The 
greatest need of Russia, of Japan, of France, of England, of America, 
the greatest need of us all, is a protracted rain of flowers.

Pride in hie record as an officer 
is not centered in the numter of 
arrests he has made, the narrow 
escapes from death, or his un- 
stained record as an officer and a 
goentieman.

He made this state- 
ment slowly and feelinglty. be- 
speaking the supreme test to which 
he had often been subjected whet 
the temptation had been to shoot 
on suspicion and find out later 
And it was easy to see in his eye 
the light that softened the grim 
experiences and why this man 
often subjected himself to unnec- 
essary danger because of his re- 
luctance to Shoot a prisoner. 

“How have you been able to 
pase through so many thrilling ex- 
periences, capture so many des- 
perate criminals, and take part in 
hundreds of raids without finding 
it necessary to kill anyone who re- 
sisted arrest?” he was asked. 

Mr. Rico leaned back in his 
chair in the detective’s office and 
studied the celling a while as if 
pondering the question. 

GAVE SUSPECT BENEFIT

IN LINE OF DUTY 


To draw from his recollections of 
his career was a difficult problem, 
due to his reticence and his belief 
that “it was all in the line of duty.” 
Several of his fellow-offlcers were 
not so backward and, with the rec- 
ords of the police department 
available, the story unrolled Itself. 
When Mr. Rico was confronted 
with the cold facts of his record he 
no longer demurred-and consented 
to tell of some of the more color- 
fut. events in his strenuous service 
in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Rico was 26 years of age 
when he entered the police service 
on January 31, 1893. He was ap- 
pointed a patrolman under tire 
then Chief of Ploice John M. Glass.

With years of unpaid inter- 
est compounding, his $6000 debt 
grew to $20.000. He could not sat 
isfy the holder of the mortgage, 
who finally foreclosed, and the en- 
tire estate was sold under the 
Sheriff's hammer on. March 6, 


1879. 

The cactus hedge was cut down 
in 1886 when the city ordered the 
laying of cement sidewalks. The 
building was used as a school- 
house after Lehman left it, then 
as a lodging-house, and finally it 
became a resort for tramps. It 
was torn down in 1887. 

As for its hapless owner, he 
passed away, a pauper, at the 


“ County Hospital, thus meeting the

At the University of California 
summer session there is in the har- 
mony classes the largest attendance 
in the history of the university. 
The classes are under the tutelage 
of Miss Carolyn Alchin, one of the 
most progressive harmony and mu- 
sic composition teachers in Amer- 
ica and a Los Angeles woman. She 
is the author of an extrordinary 
text-book, “Applied Harmony.” a 
book on “Tone Thinking and Far 
Training.“ and a new book is just 
of the press, “Keyboard Har- 
mony.” Her texts are used in 
many schools and colleges, includ- 
ing the University of Southern 
California, and by countless num 
bers of private teachers. Miss 
Doris Méon, a Los Angeles girl, 
who is head of the music depart- 
ment of the Santa Monica Union 
High School, ig assisting her. 

Vincent Jones, head of the har- 
mony department of the Univer- 
of Southern California, is 
teaching the summer school 
Classes at Dr. Hollis Dann's West- 
chester Normal School for Music 
Supervisors in Pennsylvania. In 
his three classes he has a total of 
185 students, which include a 
number of the regular faculty 
teachers and a number of 
private students. „ methods 
which this teacher of the West is 
introducing in the East are new 
and the students are so enthusi- 
astic that the capacity of the 
classes has been reached. Miss 
Ina Davids, teacher of harmony 
at Manual Arts High School, is also 
at this echodol during the present 
session. 

Miss Julia Howell, teacher o 
harmony, ear training and othe 
theoretical branches of music at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, has charge of the summer 
session here. Large attendance is 
reported and exceptionally thor- 
ough work is being done. 

Mise Howell will be acting head 
of the theoretical department again 
this year in the absence of Mr.

“PARIS (France) July 
Some French composer may one 
day write a symphony with the 
leading themes based on the taxi 


horns of Paria. They are such 
strange horns: most of them pip- 
ingly high in pitch, with an oc- 
casional baritone sound mingling 
with the others. You can hear 
them—unceasingly, at any hour of 
the day or night—in the Boulevard 
des Capucines, Place de Lopera. 
or Rue Scribe. Now and again 
they join in a sort of chorus io 
the sum or moon. It is all quite 
novel... to anyone but the Paris 
resident or seasoned visitor. Once 
acquainted with the taxi drivers of 
Paris one learns the reason for 
all the noise of horns. For they 
are a reckless lot. Nowhere in 
the United States are automobiles 
operated with stich djsregard for 
the safety of immediately con- 
cerned. Yet there are few acci- 
dents; at the last moment some- 
thing always intervenes to save the 
vehicles apparentiy certain to 
smash each other. 

Recent weeks have brought to a 
close the 1922-1923 music season 
of Paris. In the concert field thers 
has been widespread activity. Both 
LOpera and the Opera Comique 
have gone their usual ways, much 
after the fashion commented on in 
our last article. In the sphere of 
higher music the quantity has 
soared—higher, in fact, than the 
quality. 

There is, however, no such pa- 
tronage of concerts as prevails in 
New York, or even in Boston, Cri- 
cago, or Philadeiphia. Salle Ua- 
veau (the principal auditorium) 
seating capacity of about 
1600. which is smaller than most 
of the leading halls of United 
States cities.

This may 
be true; but we did not discover 
any outstanding evidence of Fren 
superiority to that of a critical 
United States audience in pro- 
nouncing judgment on the capac- 
ities of a solo musician. 

8 was apparent is the atti- 
tude manifested when an inetru- 
mentalist or singer falls materia! 
short of an anticipated standard. 
In any such circumstance there are 
hisses, and there is no mistaking 
the disapproval. But the favor be- 
stowed upon the endeavors of par- 
ticipants at a performance at either 
of the national opera houses 
prompts one to ask if Paris's taste 
in opera is of the best. 

A diecussin of this point with 
one of the foremost concert musi-

Favored in Voting on In- 
fluence in Homes 


A short time ago a Home Music 
Contest was held in New York un- 
der the auspices of the Better 
Homes in America Campaign. Each 
contestant submitted a lst of ten 
pieces of music for better homes 
and a statement in fifty words or 
lees setting forth the value of 
music in the home. Hundreds of 
statements emphasized the impor- 
tance of music in rearing children. 
While this theme was uppermost, 
there was a remarkably interes- 
ing treatment of the subject from 
innumerable angles. Replies came 
from people of every sort in every 
part of the country; a jackie aboard 
the U.S.8. Chauncy at San Diego, a 
blind man from the Middle West, 
a Japanese from the east of 
New York: each had something of 
interest to contribute. 

“Music takes away the blues. It 
bears romance. It makes you 
dream. It makes evenings more 
beautiful. It makes you think of 
home, wrote Jack. 
Another answer was Muse is 
an emotional shock absorber and 
outlet, It gsavee wear and tear on 
the nerves, where people are in- 
timately associated.” Someone else 
wrote: “Love for music, the divine 
art, must be created and cultivated 
in every home for life to be at its 
best.” 

In the selection of pieces it was 
inevitable that “Home, Sweet 
Home” get the largest number of 
votes, since it was a better homes 
contest, and equally inevitable that 
the two anthems, “The Star Span- 
Banner” and “America” 
should follow with second and 
third places. Then followed “Hu- 
moresque,” “Ave Maria” and 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” The re- 
maining four of the fret ten were 
Loves Old Sweet Song,” “A Per- 
fect Day, Mendelssohns “Spring 
Song,” and the time-honored favor- 
ite, “Silver Threads Among thé 
Gold.”

A note in the Weekly News Bul- 
letin of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Mexico City, sent to the De- 
partment of Commerce, says: 

“There is a new Mexican ofl 
coming into the field. This comes 
from the seeds of kapok, the Mex- 
lean tree cotton. There are great 
forests of this tree cotton, tn three 
States of Mexico. The cotton lies 
inside of large pods, with thin 
shelis, and is very easily extracted. 
The cotton is full of large seeds. 
A machine was invented by an En- 
glishman and a German, working

special local treatment for the reg- 
ulation of traffic in the transformed 
two-in-one road. The result is 
that confusion, accidents, fines, 
delays and other unpleasant hap- 
penings, seldom known on the 
Plain highway, are inevitable here 
on account of a narrow road hav- 
ing two conflicting types of traffic 
left pen mell to their own fate, 
which is often impossible to regu- 
late.

That part of a highway travers- 
ing a community should de 
planned primarily as a highway, 
Separate from the local] business 
street, and, if possible, should be 
largely or exclusively verned by 
ite respective natio State or 
county traffic laws. However, in 
the majority of cages this is very 
difficult on account of inadequate 
general planning, which is further 
aggravated by unfavorable local 
conditions, prejudice and iong- 
established customs. But where 
conditions and opinions cannot be 
changed, and especially 
in the planning of new highway 
communities, a great deal could be 
accomplished by separating the 
two flows of traffic. . 

The through traffic, centrally 
located, is separated from the lo- 
cal traffic with lateral strips of 
walks, parkways or recreation 
parks of considerable width, these 
strips being continuous for at least 
1000 feet or more, thus limiting 
the local street crossings. In this 
manner the automobiles in the 
separated highway can maintain a 
higher rate of speed without dan- 
ger of collision with automobiles 
of the local traffic in process of 
backing, turging or in frequent 
crossing. These features can be 
made very attractive and useful 
with plantings, seats and other 
conveniences and, regardless of 
their widths or character, are more 
appropriate to receive the light- 
ing standards. 

Another suggestion b the segre- 
gation of local automobile parking 
spaces from the local drive by ex- 
tension of sidewalks at street cor- 
ners. These extensions have an 
added advantage of permitting 
drivers to slow down or stop before 
crossing safely. 

The few dimensions given may 
vary largely, and possibly in cer- 
tain localities a plan of this char- 
acter would be entirely out of 
place; but if the principles in- 
volved here are observed, appropr!i- 
ate plane may be developed. To 
— develop and carry out 
such suggestions it may be desir- 
able to have national, State or 
county regulations, according to 
the type of highway; but until such 
assistance is obtained much could 
be accomplished if left to the civic 
and p ve organizations and. 
individuals of interested commun!- 
ties. A good example of this char- 
acter will suffice to induce new and 
even established communities to 
follow it. 


New Method Is

of concrete roads was made in Hol- 
lywoodiand during the past week 
when .

The. method in vogue in the past 
has been to employ portable mix- 
ers, moving them as needed to 
where the concrete was being 
poured. Investigation convinced 
Mr. Woodruff that better results 
could be obtained by centralizing 
the mixing and hauling the mate- 
rial to where it was needed.

Well Above Present Cost 
of Production 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 4. — Sea- 
sonal dullness marked the month 


of June in the Philippine Is- 
lands, and the uncertainty 
as 


prices, which still continues, 
c considerable pessimism 
among retailers and jobbers. The 
better financed houses, however, 
according to a cable to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from Trade 
Commissioner J. A. Fowler, remain 
unalarmed, quietly awaiting the 
revival in trade which is normal- 
ly expected in late summer. 

Total trade of the islands de- 
in June about 3, 
pesos, exports falling from 28,696,- 
000 pesos in May to 22,822,000 
pesos. Imports, however, increas- 
ed, amouting to 15,562,000 pesos, 
compared with 13,615,000 pesos the 
previous month. Shipments of all 
the principal products of the 
islands declined, with the exception 
of cigars and cigarettes. Sugar 
fell from 12,871,000 pesos 
to 10,692,000 pesos and hemp, from 
4,704,000 pesos to 3,699,000 pesos. 
Leading imports except meat and 
dairy products and flour showed 


vancing from 3,610,000 pesos to 
5,014,000 pesos and tron and steel 
products from 761,000 pesos to 
1,396,000 pesos. The relation of 
exports to imports in June remain- 
ed favorable, exports exceeding im- 
ports by 7,260,000 pesos which, 
though considerably less than the 
15,080,000 pesos of the month pre- 
vious, is a substantial credit bal- 
ance of trade for the month under 
consideration. 

Prices of all native products are 
now well above production costa, 
although hemp and copra prices 
have somewhat declined. The 
sugar crop is shipped and mostly 
sold. Early indications promise a 
large yield from thg coming crop. 

Some harm has been caused by 
rains in central Luzon though the 
extent of the damage is not yet 
known. Some large replacement 
orders have been made for sugar 
machinery and fertilizers are being 
generally purchased.

“Within one week after the pronounced 
toxemic cases are taken off thelr regular 
diet and fasted, great discomfort is felt and 
the exophthalmic goiter, the rheumatoid 
arthritic, the plethoric, the arteriosclerotic 
‘and others become very nervous, vomit and 
suffer other smyptoms caused by antoin- 
toxication brought on from rapid elimina- 
tion. The tongue and mucus membrane of 
stomach and bowels are dry and often 
heavily coated.

Mexican Indian Runners 


2 men can do on an abstemious 
diet is wonderful. For instance, Japa- 
nese ‘rickshaw men on a bowl of rice and 
Mexican Indians on a few handfuls of 
parched corn. Such feats would be ab- 
solutely impossible on a diet of “three 
equate meals a day.” 

@ Lillian E. Zeh writes: 

“The greatest runners are to be found 
among one of Mexico Indian tribes, the 
Tarahumares, signifying—men who run. 
This tribe of runners, known only to a few 
intrepid explorers and travelers, have their 
homes in the Sterra Madre Mountains. 

“They formerly numbered some 25,000. 
but are now less than 6000. The. greater 
part have become .Mexicanized. Agricul- 
ture is carried on by them im a limited and 
primitive manner. 

“Corn is their most highly prised and 
test-liked feod. To plant it they make a 
hole in the earth and drop a few grains, 
covering the hole with their foot. They 
also raise sheep and goats, and take great 
care in herding and increasing them. 

“Both men and women have long. flowing 
black hair. They enjoy good health and 
the women are almost as strong as the 
men. The Tarahumare runners do not 
adopt rapid bursts of speed but depend 
upon their wonderful endurance and move 
in a slow trot, running steadily and con- 
stantly. 

“One will run nearly 150 miles without 


topping. A messenger has been known 


to cover 600 miles to deliver a letter and 
back again in five days. Their skill in 
foot-racing is used as a means of earning 
money. 

“Mexican whers possess many 
horses which are allowed to roam for 
months at a time, and naturally this liberty 
makes them very wild. At certain seasons 
of the year these horses are mustered, and 
for this difficult task they muster Indians, 
who knowing the haunts of the horses, have 
no difficulty in finding them. 

“With whoops and cries the men drive 
the horses before them. Away they gallop 
with tossing heads and tails streaming in 
the wind. The enemy is left far in the 
rear, but, their fright over, the horses for- 
get and begin to rest or feed quietly, and 
soon the Indians are in sight and there is 
another wild scamper. 

“Time after time, day and night, the 
same thing bappens, until at last patient 
pere‘verance conquers. The horses grow 
tirea of the game. They surrender at dis 
cretion, allow themselves to be caught, and 


at first to have the best of it, but by sheer 
thess pursuit the Indian con- 


power of endurance possessed by

Indians spend their time in talking and 
Planning races. The chiefe meet in consul- 
tation and appoint two men who are to be 
managers, one for each t the opposing 
forces, for the race is not between two 
men, but two parties. 

“When the important day arrives, the 
people assemble in crowds, The excite 
ment is great, but the managers, looking 
grave and stern, keep good order. By and 
by they place their men in position, eave 
standing motionless in his blanket. 


“The racers are distinguished by a slight 
difference of costume, one side wearing a 
white band around the head and the other, 
a red hand. Each party carries a small 
ball; the red-banded men have a red ball 
and their rivals a white ball. 

“At a given signal the blankets. tall to 
the ground, the man who carries the ball 
throws it as far as he can, and the race be- 
gins. The object is the ball. Each man 
rest follow. 


omce been thrown, the ball must never 
again he touched by the hand. It must be 
kicked by the toes of the right foot. 


“The course, which has been carefully 
marked beforehand, must run in a rough 
circle, and will cover miles of wild country. 
it will pass through woods and streams 
and over hills and dales, the routes being 
marked by white crosses cut or painted up- 
on trees and rocks. 


“The line is further defined by groups 
of women and girls who station themselves 
here and there close to the path their men 
will follow. These women carry baskets of 
food and gourds of drink, which they offer 
to the runners as they approach. 

“The men sometimes pass these friends 
without a glance, but sometimes they pause 
for a moment to snatch a moréel for the 
pace is never fast. The Indian rune with # 
long, loping trot, regular as a machine and 
almost as enduring. for he is able to keep 
pace for hours without rest. 


“In one circuit the course may measure 
as much as twelve miles and more, and the 
managers determine before the race how 
many times runners must circle this course. 

“When the race has begun the umpires 
seat themselves upon the ground, each with 
a pile of small stones in front of him, equal 
in number to the number of circuits. Each 
time the runners pass, the managers throw 
away a stone; in this way they keep count 
of the race, which often goes far into the 
tight. 

“These Indian runners often cover as 
much as 180 miles in one race. A foot-race 
emongst them is picturesque, espesially at 
night. when the course is lit by torches 
which are carried by friends of the runners, 
who are the only silent people in the e 
cited crowd.”

If a man hasn't sense 
enough to stop, on approaching a railroad 
track, he is not fit to drive am automobile. 

In Motor Life, Frank Farrington writes: 

“A driver waits for one train to pass on 
a double track line and drives onto the 
track right back of that train, only to have 
another train coming in the opposite direc- 
tion wreck his car and injure the passen- 
gers. A.driver comes out of a private lane 
with his side curtains on and his engine 
su noisy that he does not hear an approach- 
ing trolieycar, which hits the automobile 
as it crosses the tracks to reach the open 
road. 

“A driver comes down a steep grade onto 
the railroad track, his engine shut off for 
the instant, or his clutch out. Perhaps the 
motor is so stiff from newness or from over- 
hauling and tightening up that it stalls 
easily. The engine does stall and the train 
which seemed a safe distance away arrives 
before the car can be started. The driver 
underestimated the speed of the train, as 
most of us generally do, and he was care 
less about his engine. He should have 
bad the transmission in second speed and 
thus played safe.”

They were alded by the sok 
diers of the Russian Navy and the two 
looted the country and pillaged the larger 
estates. This continued until the latter 
part of 1917, when the Finns declared 
their independence of Russia 4nd began to 
fight ter their liberty. They had only edged 
tools at the start, but they disarmed the 
Russian garrisons and, under the name of 
the White Army, routed the Russian troops 
and the Finnish Red Guard. At the end, 


however, they were able to maintain their 


republic. and by the middle of 1919 they 
had formed a new constitution and estab- 
lished a Parliament. They now have a 
President and Cabinet just as we have and 
are making their way along the path of the 
nations as a live, up-to-date political entity.

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The Neutral Bath 


HE wonderful properties of water, 


purities, are little utilised by the 
medical profession nowadays. Too much 
Uouble. And not altogether “ethical.” As 
if any means of aiding nature should not 
be “ethical.” 

Fifty years ago—and probably today— 
there were at Leuk, In Switzerland, baths 
of natural warm spring water, in which pa- 
tients—many suffering from skin ailments 
spent days, or weeks. They had little 
boards, floating on the water, on which

The following enthusiastic description of 
the virtues of the “neutral bath” is from 
MeFerrin's Health Bulletin: 

“In the United States the neutral bath 
is rather new. Most people have never 
even heard of it. 

“It is so valuable in purifying the system 
of polsons that a complete description of 
this kind of bath will be given. 

“In the first place the writer wishes to 
state that these baths last from three hours 
to three days. 

“The bath tub is made comfortable to lie 
in, by doubling old quilts several times and 
placing in the tub. Always select padding 
that will not fade, of course. 


The person who is afflicted ies in the 
bath tub with the body covered with water, 
blood heat in other words, 98 25 deg It 
fe absolutely necessary to have a tber 
mometer to go by, as the water must not 
go below the body heat for it might chill— 
and it must not go above the heat of the 
body for it might have a weakening effect. 

“It requires an attendant to look after 
the fire which heats the water and to watch 
the thermometer. The water must run in 
continuously and be allowed to run out at 
the overfiow pipe. 

“To think of lying in the bath tub for 


but after a few of these baths are over and 
you find yourself giving three cheers for 
your renewed efficiency you soon forget the 
ir.convenience. 


“Lying in a bath tub on soft bed clothes 


for six hours and knowing that you are 
ectually doing something to promote your 
health is no worse than lying in bed for six 
hours with the-consciousness that you are 
no nearer recovery than when you took 
your bed, so do not feel sorry for yourself 
at all and do not consider that you are 
wasting time by taking an occasional neu- 
tral bath. 

“Here is the principle on which 
neutral bath works: 

“First, allow me to remind you that 
there are relaxing foods and there are con- 
tracting foods and people generally are eat- 
ing a predominance of the latter class, there- 
fore their muscles are terribly contracted; 
particularly is this the case in the thighs. 

The large thigh muscles in most persons 
are in a pitiable condition; they are gener- 
ally as hard as a piece of stove wood. 

“Now, we breathe through our muscles 


the 


‘) as well as through our skin and lungs— 


and with the muscles in such a contracted 
condition they are almost mummified and, 
of course, no oxygen is passing jhrough 
these muscles to purify them, therefore 
much of the poison which should be com 
tinually cagaping from the body is retained. 

“Therefore, the long soak so softens and 
rglaxes the larger muscles of the body that 
the patient notices a singular relief and a 
gradual disappearance of his troubles, no 
matter what they may be.

Lincoln Sacrificed a Creat Deal of 
Time for Political Work 


N THIS interval between 1854 and 1856. 


Lincoln gave probably half of his time to 


political work—unpaid, of course—a tre 
mendous sacrifice. It no doubt caused do 
mestic irritation for it kept him poor, 
and yet he seems not to have hesitated 
after the election of 1856 about going on. 
It is the way he went on that matters. He 
was committed with his fellows to educat- 
ing Illinois to Republican principles—the 
chief of which he declared was the Declara- 
tion of Independence. That wus what was 
at stake, and that was what people must 
be made to understand. But he realized 
as well or better than any man in Mlinois 
that political education begins at home, and 
that if he was to teach he must learn. One 
of the significant things about Lincoln at 
this time was his incessant study of public 
opinion, his effort to understand its fluctu- 
ations—its misconceptions and its progress. 
It was the press on which he chiefly relied 
for this. I think it is probably fair to say 
that there was not a paper in the State 
that he did not know. He even got him- 
self into domestic trouble J} the number 
to which he subscribed. One carrier at 
least, attempting to deliver a copy of a 
new paper at the house, was sent off by 
Mrs. Lincoln—curtly, we imagine, from the 
note which Mr. Lincoln felt obliged to send

Plays for the “speakies,” as the good 
folks in Hollywood like to call the “legitt- 
mate,” offer little difficulty. Even though 
their ten revisions must be made in the 
office of a New York producer, the original 
version may easily be written in the wilds; 
nay, even may easiest be written in the 
wilds, since the successful playwright is 
too rich to live in a city, while the tyro is 
far too poor. As for stories written direct- 
ly for the screen, the answer:is even more 
simple—there is no such animal. Having 
taken care of the novel, the play and the 
magazine story, the motion picture is auto- 
matically covered. 


We must not ignore the most influential 
branch of the writer's craft—advertising. 
Happily, this, too, is easy. The buyers, if 
not the writers, of advertising are business 
men. However unfamiliar they may be 
with the song of the spring piper, they 
know every note and modulation in the 
scream of the Eagle. To them even the 
copper Indian speaks an intelligible lan- 
guage. Once it has been proven to the 7h 
vertisers that more sales and more money 
can be made through advertisments writ- 
ten under a pine tree, never again will an 
advertisement be written anywhere else 
than under a pine tree, though a city block 
must be razed to give the spreading 
branches room. 

The poets alone, as always, are doomed 
to hard luck. For the poets, under this 
pian, must go to, or stay in, the city! 
Simple matter, when you come to think of 
it. This perverse creature, the bard, is 
eternally singing of what he does not have, 
of what he cannot see. To suit our purpose 
he must sing of green fields and broad val- 
ys and peaceful streams. So, of course, 
this perverse creature must be housed in 
the din of the city, so that, hearing an am- 
bulance siren, he will write lyrics on the 
silent beauty of the rose. 

So, at last, with the jerk, the jump, the 
jangle taken out of all our writing, from 
doggerel to drama and back te novel, the 
one all-pervading influence upon the life of 
modern man will be transformed into a con 
tinuous counsel to calmness. The motor 
car, the airplane, the mechanical piano and 
the incubator will remain. And the gold 
pencils and the can openers and the steam 
chovels.

Douglas was now on 
the side of a free Kansas, therefore Doug- 
las was an asset for those who were fight- 
ing against the extension of slavery. 
Thousands of Democrats all over the North 
who had been pulling away from him 
flocked back. Many an Illinois Republican, 
a former Whig, whose mind had been 80 
centered on the fight in Kansas that he 
had come to believe that the one issue was 
what happened to Kansas, turned with a 
certain relief to Douglas, who was, after 
all, the country’s great man. Greeley and 
the Tribune were strong for winning bim 
to the Republican party. : 


Lincoln’s idea from the first had been 
that the Republicans should stand clear 
of what he called the “rumpus among the 
Democrats over the Kansas constitution.”

EOPLE were constantly having that ex- 


perience—Lincoln was right, Douglas 


was wrong. It was said so often that it 
finally made him the unquestioned leader 
of the Republicans in Milinois. There were 
many able and devoted men in the party, 
but In nobody was there quite the same 
confidence and respect. When it came 
time, as it did in the spring of 1858, for the 
Republican party to nominate a candidate 
to contest the Senatorship with Judge 
Douglas, there was little or no question that 
Lincoln would be the choice. So it turned 
out. He was nominated in Springfield in 
June—"“the first and only choice of the con- 
vention.” The night after the nomination 
he struck another of the bigh spots, the 
highest yet—too high for his party's safety, 
nany of his followers thought: yet in the 
speech that he made on the night of June 
17, 1858, all that he said was but a freer 
and larger putting of the ideas which you 
find working like seeds in what he had 
been saying in the last four years. The 
speech is a splendid example of the natural 
growth and development of a man’s mind 
when concentrated on a vital expanding 
theme. We know this speech as “the 
house divided against ‘itself speech.” 80 
important is it in the history of the Repub 
lican party that they have put up a tablet 
in the courtroom in Springfield where it 
was delivered. 


BR put the issue so unequivocally that 
men shrank from it. “I believe this govern- 
ment cannot endure permanentiy half slave 
and half free. I do not expect the house 
to fall, but I do expect it will cease to be 
divided.

While the lasting quality of porch and 
garden furniture is a prim essential, it is 
no more important than comfort and 
beauty. Unfortunately, it is easy to fi 
outdoor furniture that is the acme of dis- 
comfort and likewise of ugliness. This is 
true of some hickory and rustic furniture, 
as it is of that made of staves and slats. 
There are many eyesores among such 
pieces. It is better to have a bare porch, 
or supplied only with straw cushions, than 
to keep there pieces of furniture that are 
ugly and uncomfortable. The two charac- 
teristics frequently go together, poor de 
sign going hand in hand with a complete 
disregard for producing shapes that are 
suited to support the human form in com- 
tert. Much of the canvas-seated furniture 
is uncomfortable and most of it is unattrac- 
tive. Leng ounging chairs and ham- 
mocks made of canvas tacked on wooden 
frames sometimes deceive the purchaser 
into thinking that they are desirable, but 
tLis is seldom borne out by the facts. 

Even if a bench or settee or chair passes 
ipspection on the grounds of beauty; this 
is no proof of its comfort. Chairs that 
slant too far back or that do not slant far 
enough, or that have a hump or impression 
that is at total variance with the construc. 
tion of the human frame, are perhaps more 
common among outdoor furniture than 
elsewhere. Critical experiment with each 
piece is the only way to be sure of secur- 
ing comfortable pieces.

First Seaforthia Flower 
A CALIFORNIA writer, A. Meston, sent 
notes of the flowering of a Santa Bar- 
bara palm to “American Gardening” in De- 
tember, 1889, and asks whether this is not 
the first Seaforthia elegans to flower in Call- 
fornia. The name given is not the true botan- 
ical name by a long ways, as will be seen 
from the length of it, given here: Archonto- 
phoenix Cunninghamii. Mr. Weston says: 
“The palm stands in the grounds of Eugene 
S. SheMeld. It is fifteen feet high and 
thirty-three inches around, eight inches 
above the ground. The flower spike is a 
le more than three feet above the 
ground. The palm is in robust health and 
carries twelve fine green leaves, each leaf 
being larger than the preceding one.” 
Doubtless this palm is still standing, for 
we have photographed some very tall ones 
in Santa Barbara.

BEAN GROWERS ARE URGED TO

XNARD.—With a clean-up of the 1922 

bean crop practically assured before 

the harvesting of the new, and the 
acreage estimated to be 20 per cent under 
last season because of the short rainfall, 
the outlook for the marketing of the 1923 
crop of lima and baby lima beans is par- 
ticularly good, local bean men say. In fact, 
u is reported that some futures have al- 
ready been booked by the local bean grow- 
ers’ association at $6.90 per hundred for 
choice recleaned limas, and at $7.30 for 
choice recleaned baby limas. This price, 
according to the association officials, is 
1 cent higher per pound on limas and 1% 


The acreage of limas in the district this 
season totals about 81,000, as compared to 
100,000 acres in 1922. The plantings to 
baby limas have increased slightly, as they 
age grown under irrigation and are steadily 
gaining in market popularity.

Those in touch with the situation say that 
the time has arrived when the quality of 
the pack must be improved, so that “choice 
recleaned” is an accurate description upon 
which the housewife can depend. The 
problem may be solved, beam experts say. 
In urging the growers to do their part, the 
California Lima Bean Growers’ Associa 
tion recently published the following state 
ment under title of “How You Can Hep: 

“If the grower members will kindly note 
and make a real effort to carry out the fol- 
lowing four suggestions, they will not only 
be helping the association, but may easily 
save themselves a substantial sum in hand- 


costs: 

(1) By taking care in cultivating, follow- 
ing irrigation, to avoid covering pods with 
moist dirt. This applies especially to baby 
limas, which are irr two or three 
times. (2.) By seeing to it that the beans 
are piled carefully and properly after cut 
ting, and thus keeping the vines free as 
possible from clods and stones. (3.) By 
watching to see that the piles of vines are 
loaded upon the thresher wagons without 
digging into and throwing on needless fork.

Although Southern California as a west- 
potato section is unusually free from the 
serious diseases which affect the industry 
in other parts of the country, Southern 
California sweet-potato growers are suf- 
fering from a reduction in crop amounting

office. A number of fields were visited 
where practically no disease was found, em- 
phasiszing the possibility of practically 
eliminating disease as a factor in sweet-po- 
tato production in Southern California, it 
was pointed ont. 

Southern California has within recent 
years outgrown local sweet-potato supplies 
to the point where ay past year witnessed 
the shipping ia “sweets” from Texas 
and Oklahoma. 1 is believed, therefore, 
that the sweet-potato industry is unusually 
promising in this section. It is expected, 
too, that an effort will be made to promote 
the growing of this crop in those sections 
where soil and climatic conditions are es 
pecially favorable. 

A campaign looking toward the use ot 
better methods, improved varieties, and 
disease control will be outlined by repre- 
sentative growers, members of the farm 
adviser’s office and Federal specialists.

STATUS OF APHYCUS 
IN SCALE CONTROL 


On digeussing scale pest control, Los An- 


geles County Farm Adviser, Robert Hodg- Fulle 


wm, recently made the following state 
ment: “Recalling the remarkable results 
in the control of the cottony cushion scale 
in the early ‘80's through the introduction 
of the Australian lady-bird beetle, the an- 
nouncement some three or four years ago 
of the introduction from South Africa of 
the aphycus, a black scale predator, raised 
the hopes of Southern California citrus 
growers in general that a satisfactory 
means of natural control for this most ex- 
pensive pest was at last about to be 
realized. The rather remarkable results 
which were secured in the coastal districts 
during the first two years following its 
liberation apparently added weight to the 
hepes which had already been raised, and 
many growers came to the belief that with- 
ia a few years, in all probability, fumiga- 
tion for the control of black scale would 
likely become unnecessary. 

“After making a careful study of the lite 
cycle of the new predator and its relation 
to black scale in the coastal sections, an- 
nouncements were made by the State De 
partment of Agriculture several years ago 
to the effect that in all probability the 
aphycus would prove to be a material aid in 
controlling the black scale in the districts 
. where off-hatches occur, but that in the 

interior sections, where the hatch is com- 
paratively aniform and confined to a rela- 
tively short period, the aphycus would 
likely not have any material effect. . 

“Quite naturally this announcement 
proved to be a disappointment to the grow 
ers situated in the interior districts: in fact 
iu certain sections the feeling was that 
the scientists were ultraconservative in 
thelr statements. At any rate, the promis- 
lag results secured in the coastal sections
